Maher made a gallant effort to get 


upon his feet when time was called, 
but after getting half WAV to a recum- 
lient position he fell back ami still had 
his head on the floor when time was

Edgar Willis Nje, or "BilP Nye, as he 
as uiuch better known to bis friends 
nd the public, was born in Piscataquia 
ounty, Maine, August 26, I860, but at 
le age of two yeare, according to hie 
wn story, he took his parents by the 
and and led them to the weat. 
They went to Wisconsin, and there'on 
le banks of the St. Croix river young 
ye was brought up on a farm. He re- 
jived an academical education at River 
alls, Wis., and in 18-76 went to Wyom- 
g territory, where be studied law and 
as admitted to the bar. 
There he practiced law in a quiet 
ay, "although frequently warned by 
IB authorities not to do 30." 
He had plenty of leisure time on his 
ands, which he used in writing a Sun- 
ay letter for the Cheyenne Sun at the 
te of $1 a column. In one of of his 
jmorous autobiographical 
eketcb.ee 


.r. Nye used to Bay that that sumr 
hich amounted to nearly 160 a year, ao 
warfed his returns from hia law prac- 
ce that he decided to take up newa- 
aper writing aa a profession, and ac- 
ordingly move to Denver, where ha 
btained a position on the staO of tlie 
Denver Tribune. 
He corresponded from Deuvei for the 
alt Lake Tribune. 
Later a new paper

Laramie called the 


oomerang, after a favorite mule owned 
y Nye, and which he called "Boom- 
rang" because be never knew where it 
ould strike. At the time Nye edited 
IB Boomerang it was published over a 
very stable. A sign on the door in- 
ducted the caller to "twist the tail of 
he gray mule and take the elevator."

The Boomerang was quoted all over 
lie country and Nye began to get his 
eputation as a humorist of note at that 
me. The paper was not a financial 
access, but it was the foundation for 
IB fortune which Nye afterwards made 
i a humorist. 
Like many humorists, Mr. Nye was a 


man of almost womanly gentieneea of 


ispoaition. His amiability was never 
louded, and his good humor was as 
pontaneoue aa it waa good-natured, 
le never forgot a friend. In later years 
ils writings and lecturing brought an 
ncome of over 930,000- a year, and he 
ill leave a moderate fortune to hia 
vidow and children. 


Mr. Nye waa married in 1877 to Mies 
panny Smith of Chicago. With her 
nd their children Nye lived happily Tor 
long time on tbe banks of the St. 
>roix, and they went with him to New 
'ork City and made home bright on 
3taten Island. Of late years, when be 
was not going about the country on lee- 
ours. Nye has passed moat of hia time 
at his country place dear Asheville. 


Some of tbe experiences of his life on 
his farm are among his quaintest and 
>est efforts. Of his appearance all that 
s necessary to Bay is that he "looked 
ike his pictures," and there is hardly a 
man, woman or child who reads news- 
tapcrs who does not know them by 
leart. Perhaps the moat famous of his 
lumoroue writings was the letter to the 
resident of the United States accepting 
be postmaaterahip at Laramie City 
That letter was commented upon in 
seriousness by the London Times, and 
.he comment was, perhaps, as funny as 
:he original letter, when all the circurn 
stances are taken into consideration.

The 
naaing of Governor Morton as the fa- 
vorite son of New York, they regard 
simply as a move of Thomas C. Platt to 
prevent the delegation from that state 
being divided between McKinley and 
Reed.

Sympathy for Cuba. 


The Senate has under consideration 


the following resolution relating to the 
war in Cuba: 


"Bwolwd, By the Senate, the House 


of Representatives concurring, that in 
the opinion of Congress a condition of 
public war exists between the Govern- 
ment of Spain and the government pro- 
claimed and for some time maintained 
by force of arma by the people of Cuba, 
and that the United States-of America 
should maintain a strict neutrality be- 
tween the contending Powers, accord- 
ing to each-all the rignta of belligerents 
fn the ports and territory of the United 
States." 


Thia resolution was reported by the 


Senate committee on foreign affairs and 
is a substitute for a number of resolu- 
tions on that subject which were all 
referred to that committee. It has been 
debated for two days. It may seem a 
waste of time to debate such a question 
and many of our readers may wonder 
why the 'senate does not at 
upon it 
and adopt it, as 


hart much by this move, though it is 
aimed ot McKinley, and it is predicted 
that the whole thing will break up in a 
bitter factional fight in the state. 


The belief is freely expressed that 


Senator Quay will not be able to control 
the Pennsjlvania delegation, and that 
most of tham will go to McKinley in 
spite of Mr Quay's name being present- 
ed.

"whelming!;? for McKinley, and it is 
•imply an andlsguised effort to tie the 
delegate* up. 


The Xanderaon candidacy is meeting 


with such opposition in Nebraska that 
nothing ii expected to come of the 
favorite-son idea there. The fact that 
Senator Thunton ia openly and publicly 
rapportinf: McKinley aad that the Mc- 
Kinley forces are well organized in the 
state is expected to prevent General 
Manttonoii'p indorsement by the dolega 
tion. Sen ator Davis, the McKinley men 
concede, «ill have the Minnesota dele- 
gation solidly and will be sincere in his 
candidacy but that be will have any 
considerable strength in the northwest

Senator 
Lodge, in the course of his remarks, said 
the rebellion began in ihe eastern part 
of Cuba with a handful of men; that a 
government had been formed, and two 
elections had been held under its con- 
stitution; that the array bad grown 
to 15,000 men officered by men wbo 
held commissions from the govern- 
ment; 
that 
this army had swept 


over tbe island and were in possession of 
it except where the Spanish fleet rides 
at anchor and where the Spanish army 
is encamped; that the Cubans were 
patriots who were fighting the battle of 
despair with ropes around their necks 
and a price upon their heads and we 
should exercise every influence of ouf, 
great country to put a stop to that great 
war which is now raging there and try 
to give that island once more peace and 
liberty and security. 


Senator Morgan was equally plain in 


his sympathy for Cuba holding that the 
adaption of the resolution would result 
in a war with Spain; that Spain would 
welcome a war with this country which 
would afford her a legitimate excuse to 
get rid of Cuba in a way that would 
not wound her pride. 
He was willing 


to lay the sword of war upon the altar 
and let Spain grasp it if she would. 


This is the kind of talk that suits our 


people because it is patriotic. The reso- 
lution does not directly recognize the 
Cubans as belligerents but it declares a 
state of war exists in Cuba and that 
both sides shall receive the rights of 
belligerents from this country. 
This 


practically amounts to tbe same thing 
and will put the Cubans on a better 
footing than they have been and will 
prevent the savage Spanish General 
Weyler from carrying out his savage in- 
tentions in the conduct of the war. The 
resolution is a concurrent oae uiid will 
have to be passed by both branches of 
congress, but it •sill no doubt pass and 
when it does the United States will be 
in the contention on all tours, and the 
chances are that the result will be that 
Cuba will be free before tbe year ends.

LICAN, the street car company "set 'em 
up" by giving the people a

Whole families were at the 
corners waiting for the cars, and as 
they came along the cars were so dense 
ly crowed that only occasionally was a 
stop made. To be certain of a ride 
those who wanted to come down town 
got on the cars to ride out to the end 
and then came back. And so it went on 
all the branches, every car loaded to the 
steps and people standing in the aisles 
Had it been a warm night .eager riders 
would probably have got on top the 
cars and taken chances on falling off 
It was a jollification and jubilee night.

thing went merrily, while the people in 
the crowd stood about and commcndec 
the enterprise of the street car company 
and the merchants and people generally 
All felt an ownership in the house anc 
all were justly proud of it.

Historical. 


The plan of putting the pagoda like 


station in Lincoln square was first sug- 
gested by Charles Laur, whose ideas 
were heartily seconded by Henry Bach- 
rach and C. M. Hurst. They got sub- 
scriptions for the fund, securing pledges 
of money. M. G. Patterson drew the 
first plan but that of W. W. Boyington, 
of Chicago, was accepted.

Kramer, Abner Cozad, Blank & Hart- 
man and C. L. Griswold & Co. were sub- 
contractors. 


The city council authorized the pub- 


lic improvement committee, composed 
of Aldermen Simpson, Montgomery, 
Carter, Hanking, Stratton, Johnson and 
rtfathias, to decide on how the $1,600 ap- 
propriated for the grounds should be 
used and the committee went to work 
as soon as it was seen that the money 
would be raised to build the house. 
They have already done H great deal of 
work and much yet remains to be done. 
The knoll in the center of the equara 
was leveled and the circle made smaller 
und a stone curb placed around it. 
This circle will be paved with concrete 
ae soon as the weather will permit.
